TO ASSIST FARMERS TO 
PLANT TREES 


To increase the general fnterest 


in farm tree planting on the Prairies 
espec lly in the areas that have 
been affected by drought and. soil 
difiing, the Prairie Farm Rehabili- 
tation Advisory Committee will) 
supply suitable nursery stock free of 
charge to farmers and give some 
financial assistance for certain 
sp: al projects. 

The policy of supplying individual] 
farmers on the Prairies with free 
trees from the Dominion Forestry 
Stations at Indian Head and Suther- 
land, Sask., will be continued as in 
the past for the establishment of 
.Farm Home Shelter Belts, and also 
where desired for field crop shelters 
or hedges. 

Operators of all Tlustration Sta- 
tions and District Experiment Sub- 
Stations will be given 
assistance in order to develop shelt- 
ers which it is hoped will provide 
model plantings in each _ district 
covered by these Stations. The trees 
‘will be provided free and express 
paid. 

On Reclamation areas the Prairie 
Rehabilitation Advisory Committee, 
wiil bear all of planting and 
maintenance where tree planting is 
considered necessary. 

In order to secure reliable data on 
the value of belts and hedges | 
in protecting cereal and forage crops 
assistance will be given to groups 
of farmers will voluntarily 
organize for the purpose of planting 
Field) Crop Shelter Demonstration 
Blocks. Such groups must agree to 
surround and subdivide their fields 
with shelter hedges and also follow 
such cultural methods as may be 
considered best for the particular 
district and soil type. These blocks 
should be as compact as _ possible, 
should comprise from nine to twelve 
adjoining farms and be evenly distri- 
buted over the three prairie provin- 
ces in those areas where soil drifting 
and drought are the main problems.

44 years there has been a drop of 
more. than 10 feet in Nebraska, 
Minnesota and the Dakotas, and of 


somewhat less than that average in 
Kansas and Missouri. In western 
North Dakota, the table has dropped 
20 feet; on the Missouri-Mississippi 
Divide in Iowa, from 20 to 30 feet; 
in South Dakota, 40 feet in 20 years. 

As the table sinks, wells go dry, 
springs, ponds, lakes and streams 
shrink or disappear. A_ declining 
ater table with no decline in rain-

You have neglected 
them for a century. Now Old Man 


River presents his bill. You will

by planning, by subjugating private 
interest to public, by reviving that 
life which the old-timer thought was 
lost. Fortunately it is not too late.

Now York's Board of Transporta- 
tion has announced that they will 
receive bids for the first section of 
the Sixth Avenue subway early next 
month, Terms of the contract call 
for light charges of dynamite in a 
blasting so as to avoid injury to the 
Catskill water tunnel which lies 220 
feet below the surface.
